Briefing by Office of Technical Service s® Department of 
Commerce 

Mr® John Weber spoke on recent developments in the OT8 trans- 
lation clear inghouse program, in particular as to how CCS is utilising 
appropriated funds in performing its services® 

The presentation Informed the Committee o© the following 
activities and plans of the C©S: 


a® CTS has $510,000 available from appropriations plus 
a revolving fuai fed by sales of subscriptions » Since sales 
do not fully cover printing expenses, they are subsidised by 
b triag t funds* Funds supplied by HSF also permit OTS to provide 
services which could not be undertaken otherwise®

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b* CCS has $75,000 available for contractual services, 
part of which goes to John Crerar Library, which acts as a 
service agent for CCS for translations produced by noaepvern- 
mental sources* 

c. OTB requested additional funds for FT-61, however, the 
request was denied, and 0TS will thus have essentially the same 
funds in F?»6l as it has in EY»6©» 

do A survey of translations of monographic -type literature 
has been made which will be most useful to science* Means 
other than the Technical Translations report will have to be 
developed In order to provide proper dis semination* 

e« There are seven OR 5 deposit libraries, located at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Carnegie Tech, UCLA, 

Crerar, Georgia Tech, Pennsylvania State Chlversity, and the 
Library of Congress* 

f * 96 T supplied CTPS with 3x5 bibliographic cards on all 

translation work undertaken under the K, 480 program* These 
will begin appearing in the Jhnuary I960 issue of Technical 
Translations * 

g« OJS currently publishes abstracts prepared by Air 
intelligence Division from 99 selected Russian periodicals and 
monographs* AID budget restrictions may, however, require 
reduction of the number of sources abstracted* 

h. Subscriptions to the International Geophysical Cooperation 
report total somewhat leas than 1,666, and to the Scientific 
Information Report, several hundred, Ways are being sought, 
such as splitting the reports into several reports or reducing 
subscription prices, to increase the acceptability of the reports, 
and thus the number of subscriptions* 

X» conclusion it was noted that the relatively few criticisms 
of the translations received by OTS were limited to style, indicating 
that the recipients were primarily concerned with the content of 
reports and continued flow of information*
